At  Woodbine  Hospital,  most  types  of  cases  can  be 
accepted  and  much  use  has  been  made  of  this  hospital  by  the 
residents  of  the  Borough, 

Two  Maternity  Wards  are  available  with 
accommodation  for  8 cases.
